THIS School was inſtituted in the Year 1776, for 
maintaining, cloathing, inſtructing, and putting out to 
Service, the Female Children of the induſtrious Poor of 


this Pariſh, 


A Houſe was taken and Six Children elected, and a 
Matron appointed for the Purpoſe of inſtructing and 
taking Care of them, and ſuch other Children as e 
afterwards be admitted into the School. 


| Theſe poor Children” are entirely taken from their 
Parents, and wholly maintained by the Charity; are 
A2 kept 
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kept from bad Example, and made uſeful Members of 
Society. 


The Old Charity School being greatly out of Repair, 
and obſcurely ſituated, and alſo too {ſmall for the increaſ- 
ing Number of Children, in the Year 1790 a New 
Houſe was erected by voluntary Contributions upon a 
Piece of Ground generouſly offered for the purpoſe by 
the Right Honourable Lord SoUTHAMPTON, on the 


Eaſt Side of the Hampſtead Road, near Tottenham Court, 
in a public and healthy Situation. 


By the generous Subſcription of the Benevolent, the 
Number is now increaſed to Thirty-ſix, which is the 
preſent Eſftabhſhment. _ ' 


The Trolls: encouraged by the prevailing Spirit of 
Humanity and Benevolence, and wiſhing to enlarge the 
Number (found at preſent inadequate to the Application 
of poor Pariſhioners) earneſtly requeſt the further Con- 
tributions of the Charitable, that the Diſtreſſes of the 
Induſtrious may be alleviated, and their helpleſs Infants 
reſcued from Want, Vice, and Miſery. And, as this 
Charity is .confined to F emales only, it is earneRtly re- 
queſted, that many more Ladies may (not only become 
Subſcribers, but) occaſionally viſit the School, inſpect 
the Management of the Houle, and examine the . 
en ee, „

placed out to domeſtic Service, in ſuch creditable Fa- 
milies as are , Fun by the Truſtees. 


Every Perſon ſubſcribing Two Guineas per Annum is 
a Truſtee during the Time ſuch Subtcriptivn ſhall be 
continued, 


The Name of every Perſon who ſhall give Ten Pounds 
or upwards will be put in a Table of Benefaftions ; 


and every Perſon giving Twenty Pounds is a perpetual 


Tru tee. 


A Meeting of the Truſtees is held at the School Houſe 


on the laſt Friday in every Month; and a Number of 


Ladies have voluntarily become Viſitors, each one un- 
dertaking for a Month to examine the Proviſions, inſpect 


the Management of the Houſe, and the Employment of 
the Children. 


Tue Truſtees, on mature Conſideration, have Lak 
the Admiſſion of Children ſubjett to the following 
Rules and Reſtrictions : | 


That public Notice be read in the Pariſh Church and 
Chapels of the Time of Meeting to admit Children into 
the School on the two preceding Sundays ; and that the 
Candidates, previous to ſuch Meeting, preſent their Pe- 
titions in Writing, ſetting forth the Names and Places 
of Abode of the Parents; alſo the Names and Ages of 
the Children; and if ſuch Children (according to the 
Rules of the Charity) be entitled thereto, they ſhall 
have their Chance to be elected and choſen by Ballot, 


or 
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or otherwiſe, by the Majority of the Governors and 
6 then preſent. 


That no Child be admitted into the School who has 
any infectious Diſorder, or ſubject to falling Fits. 


That no Child be admitted into the School under the 
Age of Eight, or above Eleven Years ; nor any to con- 
tinue in the School after having attained the Age of 


Fourteen Years, without a ſpecial Order of the Board 
tor that Purpoſe. 


That no Child be admitted into the School, unleſs 
legally ſettled in this Pariſh for the full Space of Two 
Years previous to ſuch Admiſſion, and the Parents of 
ſuch Child have not received any Penſion or Subſiſtence 
from the Pariſh (otherwiſe than trom pubhc Gifts) within 


the ſame Period, 


The Treaſurer of this Charity is choſen annually by 
the Truſtees, at a General Meeting; of which Notice 
is given in Writing ; and, if required, muſt give ſuch 
Security as ſhall be thought A by the Truſtees at 
ſuch Meeting. 


In caſe of the Election for a Matron to this Charity, 
the Ladies ſabſcribing Two Guineas per Annum each 
will be admitted to vote by Proxy, in Writing under 
their Hands, to be delivered at the Board appointed for 
ſuch Election by a Truſtee to this Charity. 


Any Subſcriber may inſpect the School, and examine 
the Accounts.

The Matron ſhall take Care that the Children be 
taught to make Shirts, Shifts, Table Linen, and all 
Kinds of plain Needle-work, alſo to Mark and Knit; and 
that they be claſſed according to the Proficiency they 
have made, without regarding the Time of their Admiſ- 
ſion, alſo that they make and mend their own Wearing 
Apparel ; ſhe ſhall ſee that they Read well, and after 
the Age of Eleven Years, be taught to Write a legible 
Hand, and the two firſt Rules of Arithmetic. 


That they be diligently and carefully inſtructed in the 


Principles and Duties of the Chriſtian Religion, ac- 


cording to the Church of England, as by Law eſtabliſhed; 
that they conſtantly attend Divine Service on Sundays, 
both Morning and Afternoon, unleſs prevented by III- 
neſs; that they be regularly Catechiſed every Week, 
on the Sunday and Wedneſday Afternoons; that on 

every Sunday all of them get by Heart the Collect for 
the Day; and thoſe who are of the Age of Ten Years, 
and upwards, ſhall alſo repeat by Heart, from three to 
ſix Verſes ſucceſſively, of the Pſalms for the Day, on 


their coming into School on the Monday Morning; and 


on every Day, they ſhall read the Pſalms and Leſſons for 


the Day in School Hours, divided into ſuitable Portions 
between them. | 


The Matron ſhall ſee that the Girls be carefully ER 


taught the Duties of true Humility of Obedience, and 


Submiſſion to Parents and Superiors, of Gratitude to 
Benefactors, of Courteſy, Affability, and Condeſcen- 
ſion to all; and that they be frequently warned againſt 
Idleneſs, Lying, Stealing, Spitefulneſs, and wanton 
Cruelty towards Animals and Inſeéts; and that the Hap-

pineſs and Advantages ariſing from Diligence, Induſtry, 
Honeſty, and Sobriety, be frequently pointed out to 
them, that they may thereby be enabled to live with 
Ctedit and Reputation in the World, and with Com- 
fort and Satisfaction to themſelves, and become uſeful 
Members of the Community in the ſeveral Stations 
it ſhall pleaſe Providence hereafter to place them. 
he Children ſhall undergo a general Examina- 
tion as to the Progreſs of their Learning, half Yearly, 


on the laſt Friday 3 in the Months of May and Decem- 
ber. 


The Matron ſhall, on the firſt Monday in every 
Month, put ſo many Children, being arrived at the 
Age of Eleven Years, in Rotation, as ſhall be neceſſary 
and capable, under the Care of the Cook, for ſo many 
Hours of the Day as the Buſineſs may require, to be 

inſtructed, and to aſſiſt in the Kitchen and Houſehold 
Work, and alſo as many as ſhall be neceſſary to be 
inſtruted, and to aſſiſt in Waſhing, Ironing, and 
Mangling Linen; and that one of the Children, in Ro- 


tation, ſhall every Day clean out the School Room after 
Dinner. = 


That after Schoo! Hours the Children have free 
Liberty to play in the Garden in the Summer, and in 
the School Room in the Winter, but without any 
Miſbehaviour. N 


That all the Girls be kept clean, neat, and decent, 
and have a Change of Linen once every Week, viz. 
every Sunday, and be new Cloathed annually, in April; 


and that each of the Beds have clean Sheets at the End 
of every fourth Week.

That no Girl be permitted to go out of the School 
to viſit any Relation or Friend, or upon any other Pre. 
tence whatever, without Leave in Writing from the 
Treaſurer, or, of fome Perſon deputed by him in his 
Abſence ; nor ſhall any Relations or Friends be per- 
mitted to viſit them at the School, (without ſuch Leave 
as aforeſaid) or to ſpeak to them either in the Church,

That the heron be careful to teach, inſtru, and 
employ the Children, according to the preceding Rules, 
(except in the Articles of Writing and Arithmetic, 
which are to be taught them by the Writing Maſter) 
in particular, that ſhe be diligent in teaching them to 
Read well, and take Pains to make them underſtand 
what. they are taught, as far as they are capable; that 
ſhe be careful that they attend properly, during the 
School Hours, to their Reading and Work, and behave 
with Diligence and good Order; that ſhe conſtantly 
attend Divine Service with them on Sunday Mornings, 
and that the Servant accompany them in the Afternoons, 
and that both be careful that the Children look out the 
proper Pſalms, Leſſons, Collect. and Prayers for the 
Day, and are attentive to their Books while the Mini- 
ſter is reading and praying, and behave with proper 
Decency ; ; that ſhe and they join together in Prayer, 
every Morning and Evening, at the ſtated Hours ; ; that 
ſhe be careful they have their Meals at the ſtated Hours, 
and in proper Quantities ; that Grace be ſaid by them 
by turns before and after the Meals, and proper De- 
corum obſerved by them during their Meals; that

That ſhe keep an Account of the current Expences, 
and of the Proviſions, and every Thing elſe received 
by her into the Houſe, and take Care that Bills of Par- 
cels are ſent with every Article; alſo, that ſhe ſet down 
all the Particulars, with the Weights and Quantities of 
them in a Book, in order to check the Tradeſmen's 
Bills. That ſhe alſo keep an Account of all the 
Materials for Work brought in and delivered out, of 
the Quantities and Qualities thereof, and of the Monies 
received for Work done, and lay the ſame reſpectively 
before the Monthly Board. 


That the Houſe and the Furniture be conſtantly 
kept clean and decent in every reſpect, the Beds re- 
gularly made, and clean ſheeted at the ſtated times; 
the Children's Apparel taken Care of, the Linen pro- 
perly got up, and that ſhe ſuperintend the Servant in 
the domeſtic Buſineſs in general, and ſee that the 
Children appointed to aſſiſt in the domeſtic Offices 
be not put to any part of the Labour of Waſhing, 
Ironing, or other Buſineſs, beyond what may be ſuit- 
able to their Ages and Abilities ; that ſhe take Care of 
the Doors, Keys, and Faſtenings of the Houſe ; ſee 
that the Fires are extinguiſhed, and viſit all the

That the Writing Maſter attend twice a Week, two 
Hours at leaſt each Time, to teach ſuch of the Chil- 
dren as are above the Age of Eleven Years to write, 
and ſuch of them as are above the Age of Twelve 
Years, the firſt two Rules in Arithmetic; and the 
Writing and Cyphering be laid belore the Monthly 
Meeting. 


That for preventing any undue preference or parti- 
ality for any of the Children, and for preſerving as 
much as may be, Impartiality towards all of them, 
no Money or preſent of any Kind, be given by 
Parents, Relations, Friends, or Viſitors of the Chil- 
dren, to the Matron or Servant, upon any Pretence 
whatever; and the Matron and Servant are hereby 
ſtrictly enjoined, that they do not preſume to accept 
any Money or Preſent of any Kind- from any Parents, 
Relations, Friends, or Viſitors of the Children, upon 
any Pretence whatever, upon Pain of being diſcharged, 
and rendered incapable of being employed in future 
in the School, which will alſo be incurred by the Breach 


of any other Order,

That as an early and pious Education lays the only 
ſolid Foundation for future Advancement and Happi- 
neſs in the World, it be frequently inculcated and in- 
ſtilled by the Matron, as a Duty ſtrictly incumbent 
upon the Children, who ſhall be maintained and edu- 
cated in this School, that if they ſhall hereafter, by 
the Bleſſing of Providence upon their Induſtry and 
Diligence, through the Means afforded them by this 
Charity, attain proſperous and comfortable Situations 
in the World, they be mindful of the Benefits they 
received from their Education in this School, and ex- 
preſs their Gratitude to their preſent Benefactors for 
them, by becoming cheerful and liberal Contributors, 
in proportion to their Abilities, to promote the Chari-
